La Follatte’a re¬ 
forms? But these are the measures which are Juet now heralded urhi at orbi 
by the Republican reform preti as the acme of beneficUi etatesmanihip. 

We will gUdly admit that Robert La Follette ia an uncommoply able 
man. He would even be a great atateiman If he were not a politicUa of the 
American type. I say American type advisedly becenee tbo Americaa poli- 
ticUn is a typo that haa never existed in any republic before, neitber in old 
Athene nor in Rome, end does not exist now outside of this country- Wo do 
not find it in AustralU or in SwitserUnd—said countries evidently being too 
email to develop 'll. Yet Robert La Follette is a sincere man, and if he could 
cut lose from his ambitions at least for a while and study and take up the 
question lying before every civilised people in thii world, with hie great talent 
and undoubted personal magnetism he might become a benefactor to bis state 
and bis nation. As it is now, he U simply a politicUn who U fighting the 
"monopolies sod corporations,” but at the same time is gathering for himself 
and his followers the crumbi that are falling from the rich table of the 
capitaiiet syitem. 

There can be no doubt that the Americaa corporations are very bad. 
Our very liberties are endangered by their bribery of legiaUtiouB and judges. 
They have corrupted the preti and have poisoned our entire body politic. 
Yet it is not the corporations alone who have done so, corruption ia in the 
sir of capitalism.- This capitalistic air spoils the youth of the country by 
presenting the highest prises of society to ite most unecrnpuloue end un¬ 
worthy members. Unless this be changed quickly and thoroughly, our politi¬ 
cal Democracy, which we have inherited but which we do not know how to 
use, will be openly changed into an oligarchy resting upon a basis of money. 

Wealth in America ia even now the most arrogaot and despotic of any 
known to history. And to combat this terrific array Governor La Follette 
propoies that the railroadi of Wisconsin should give the email ahippert the 
a*me rates aa the targe ones, which would probably mean atm higher prices 
to be paid by the workingmen for flour and meat. 

Robert La Follette, William Jennings Bryan and other reformers of the 
same type commit the great mistake of not seeing the momentoue truth that 
wherever you leave the present competitive syitem unchanged you cannot 
benefit the poor as a class without benefiting the rich and that you cannot 
injure the rich without injuriagtb poor. The only way of tying the hands 
of the ridh U to LIMIT THE FIELD OF COMPETITIOH. TWe indeed is the 
great lesson of the lait 30 years of economic development. 

I admit that William Jennings Bryan meant to put a atop to the auto¬ 
cratic absolutism with which our plutocrats control an the people's afiairs; 
but he went about it in an absolutely.wrong and reactionary way, 'Tree 
Silver” would not have accompliabed the object at which Bryan and Altgeld 
aimed. To be sure, it would have hurt the rich, but it •vould have injured the 
poor infinitely more, and it was actualiy a blessing for the workingmen that 
Bryan and Altgeld did not win in igqd and igbo—even apart from the fact 
that the Bryan party contained the moat crooked politicians, from Tammany 
down, this country has ever seen. Shortly before hie death Altgeld saw all 
of this hunself and spoke for Socialism and the Social Democratic party. 

If Governor La Follette really meant business he ought to emulate the 
example of John P. AJtgeM, of whom, by the way, he ia an ardent admirer I 
am informed — take the capitalistic bull by the horns and do what Altgeld 
was prevented by death from doing: take up the cauie of Sodaliam. 

As long SI iji Follette fighti capitalism from the capitalistic standpoint 
—from the etendpoint of the Republican party—he will alwaye be wrong. 
Before the forum of capitalism the corporations have the logic of events and 
the laws of the past undeniably on their tide. This would change at once 
were he to fight them from the Sodiliit standpoint. There he would have 
with him the logic of events, the history of the past and the neceaalties of 
the future 

I deny the common imputation that “the Sodallste are unpractical, are 
building cattles In the air, because Socialism it “too far off."

They are sharp, 
quick wUted, hardy young men at an 
age when the city b<»y ia Just licgiu- 
Ding to develop, nnd they are encour¬ 
aged to this rapid maturity by their 
elders and aptimHl to it by the nature 
of their work. The boy wlio can best 
take care of Ulmself and do the work 
re<}uiriug the most akill 1» wurtb w*v- 
eral pennies u day more thou tho l>oy 
who is dull, nnd pennli-s mean much to 
them. 

It is true that they have the strike 
In.itlnct largely developed, ofttlmcs In 
the past to the detriment of themselvcH 
and their futh(ra. for small and faiichnl 
grievances ofteu cnu-s<Ml the breaker 
force to quit work, thus shutting down 
the entin* mine. In this plan the twys 
saw the speediest results with the least 
trouble, and they noted and frequently 
won on the prompt execution cf it. 
Many a mine superintendent has had 
to reinstate an incorrigible boy or two 
lu order to keep the others at work nnd 
at that small sncritlcc of principle and 
discipline prevent several hundred men 
being Idle nnd many thousands of tons 
of coal tinmined.

The werkers can most effectively act as a class In their stmuJe tpia^tha 
collective powers of capitalism by constltntinj themselves into a pAH»^ i 
party, distinct from and opposed to all parties formed by tbe propertied ctuaea 

While VC declare tfcat the development of economic conditioas tends t* the 
overthrow of the capitalist system, we lecosnise that tbe time and g>AAWAf ef tti 
transition to Socialism also depends upon the state of developmtat retted bv 
the proletariat. We, therefore, consider it of the tilmoct importaact for £ 
Social^t party to support all active efforts of tbe workiof class to bitttr Hs 
condition and to elect Socialists to political offices, in order to fadliUto tho at* 
tainment of this epd. 

As such means we advocate: ' 

I. The collective ownernbip of all meant of transportatioB and commt^* 
lion and all other public utilities as well ta of all industries- coatrollod b« 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such ladattrioi to 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property of the capitalist class, bat to b« 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shoruniof of the boors of Ubec 
of the employes, to the improvement of tbe service and dimiaishiaf the ratts ta 
the consumers. 

а. The proftessive reduction of tbe hours of labor and tha iacrcaao of va|ci 

in order to decrease tbe share of tbe capitalist and mcreaoe the sharo of th* 
worker in the product of labor. i 

3. State or national insurance of working people in case of aecideats, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old age; the funds for this psrpoM to bo fax* 
nished by the government and to he administered under the control of the w^* 
ing class. 

4. The inauguration of a system of public industries, public credit to b* lael 
for that purpose in order that the workers be secured the full product of their 
labor. 

5. The education of all children up to the age of s8 years, tad state and mu* 

nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. * 

б. Equal civil and political rights for men and women. 

7. The initiative and referendum, proportional representation and lb* right 
of recall of representatives by their constituents. 

But in advocating these measures as steps in the overthrow of capttaliam 
and the establishment of the co-operative commonwealth, we warn the working 
class against the so-called public ownership movements as an attempt of the 
capitalist class to secure governmental control of public ndlitles for the purpose 
of obtaining greater securitv in the exploitation of other industries and not fo’ 
the amelioration of the co •litions of the working ctacn 

Attitude toward Trade Unions. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adoftad by the natumal cons 
mittee of the Socialist party at the annual meeting held in St. Louis, Mo., Jan* 
*9 to Feb. I, 1903: . 

The national committee of the Socialist party in annual session assembled. 
hctAby reaffinns ’he attitude of the party toward ihe trade union movemeot 
as expressed in' the resolution on the subicct adopted by the Indianapolis con¬ 
vention of loot. 

We com-ider (he trade urion movement and the Socialist ru'wement aa in¬ 
separable paits of the general labor movement, produced by the tame Konomle 
forces and tending towards the same goal, and we deem It the duty of each of 
the two movements to extend ’ts hearty co-operation and support to the other 
in its spec'sl sphere of activity. 

But w*e are also mindful of the fact that each of tbe (wo movements has its 
orwn special mission to perform in the struggle for the omaMipa^oa of labofi 
that it devolves upon the trade unions to conduct the economic ttrug^es of tht 
working class that it devolves on the Socialist party to fight the iMlitical battles 
of the working class, and that the interests of labor as a whole be best con¬ 
served by allowing each of the movements to manage the affairs within its own 
sphere of activity without active interference by the other. 

Wc also declare that we deem it unwise to invite trade unions as such U 
be represented m the political conventions of ottr rartv. 

The Socialist parly will continue to give its aid and asslstanc* to the eco¬ 
nomic struggles of organized labor regardless of the affiliation of the tradi 
unions engaged in the struggle, and will take no sides in ^*^7 diasensioni ot 
strifes within the trade union movement. The p^rty will also coitmue t# 
solicit the sympathy and support of all trade orginiiations of labor without al¬ 
lowing itself to be made the ally of any one division of tbe trade onion moro* 
meat as against anoiiier.

it- sprin;r. The snake, then, dots not rattle its tail lo warn man of 
dan^rer. hut to lure the birds to their destruction.

Todnv the capitalist ijnake has a very intere>tin;; head and an 
inten^stin? t.iil. At the head we find Hark Hanna—he is the brains. 
.\n<l tlic tnil, a noisy one, is Parry, the rattletrap. For the IkkIv wo 
may consider that Morgan, the cormorant, the assimilator, stands 
typical. 

Ueeently this capitalist snake rattled its tail to arouse activity 
ill ion" the einployin;; class (some of whom arc certainly hinls when the 
ea]>itali.«tie swallowing proces.s pets fairly to work!). .And Parr>’ 
ratthil nnd the hosts of Socialism, .the only power tha^ can ever club 
flu* capitali.-t snake to death, lK*caine warncvl of the danper nnd hepan 
liolahorinp the «*r|H*nt with its p^winp vipor. Like the rattlc>nake 
the rnttiinp aroused the wronp “party/* and tbe head hastens to pubic- 
ly rt'huke the tail in order to calm tlic suspicions of the arousc^l 
workers. 

Of course the simile is not jHjrfoct at all points, but i.s is enougli 
VO to impart its Ics.-on. 

' ^liieh as iic may disavow Parry publicly, Hanna knows that ho is 
just *as niucli representative of capitalism n.s he is. even more so. for 
the avernpl- capitalist 'S so feverishly cnpros.ved over his panic of prefit- 
skimrninp that he is not the smooth, oily ^wlitieian that Hanna is. 
JJathor. the avernpe capitalist i.* loud in his contempt for the man of 
t»»il and Ids rights ns a human iimcldne, nnd dciesn’t pres(‘rvc a fo.xy 
eilenee. 

.Mtopcthcr, we arc plad .that tlie capitalist snake is a rattlesnake. 
It is a pretty pood Ihinp for the people that it has a blunderinp habit 
of soumlinp its warntnps. An open battle is to Im‘ preferred to a 
snake-in-llu*-pra-*s encounter, any day. May the gotls pre.-erve Pnrrj !

Br this tlioa Will 
Crooks wa« able to work tome—be was 
ten^and hla DOtber found him a job 
dellrerlng milk. *bfcb ki-pt him buaj 
all the tlmt be was out of acbool. At 
tleren be left acbool and. aa be taja. 
*Went to work at a blacktmlth's. blow¬ 
ing tbe bellows and striking wUb tbe 
heary hammer as well as smalt 
otrengtb would allow.*' 

He Btajed at tbe amlthy three xeara 
and was earning $1.60 a week when 
bis mother happened upon a *‘cooi»er'’ 
wbo wanted s bOT to learn bis trade. 
He was willing to pay only about 60 
cents a week, but there wos the knowl¬ 
edge Xif tbe cooperage business to be 
learned, and so bis mother determined 
that little Will should become a barrel 
maker. 

"Mother had a atniggle to make both 
ends meet after the aacrlflce was 
made." says Crooks simply. To make 
a long story short, be served as an ap¬ 
prentice seren years and then start^ 
out for bimself. In the meanTtmo ho 
bad married, and there were children. 
He soon got to be a leader In labor dr 
cles and In eousequenoe of hts part In 
a strike not only lost bis place, but 
found himself a marked man in hit 
trade. lie had to leave I.ondon and 
went to Uverpool. where be bad a 
rough time. 


*Tbo 8 e eighteen months,** be ucft, 
**were tbe hardest in my ezIatcsMsa. On 
Cbriatmas day in 1878 I remember I 
tramped tbe atreets of Llrerpooi on my 
o^Mfs and without a single penny In 
my pocket.** 

But be went back to London, and as 
luck would have It was employed by 
tbe same firm that dlsebarg^ him, aV 
most Immediately. With better times 
bis strong personoiity asserted Itself 
again, and be began to be a power tn 
labor drdea. 

Tbe rest of hts story Is like that of 
John Bums, the famous labor member 
of parliament By tbe way, the two 
men are good friends. Crocks, wbo la 
now fifty-one. U a man of good hu¬ 
mor. much native wit lodomltahle en¬ 
ergy and aierllug honesty. He Is "Wlir* 
Crooks to his admirers. He made s 
great campaign tn Woolwich, one of 
tbe features of which was tbe "half a 
loaf* alilbboleth. Drage, Crooks* oppo¬ 
nent In making a speech Incautiously 
observed that half a loaf was better 
than no bread. 

Tbe Crooks workers were quick to 
•else their op|)orfunlty—Drtge’s was 
Identified Immefllately as the **balf 
lour* party, while the other side adopt¬ 
ed a whole loaf ns tbdr emblem, tbe 
presentment of which Immediately ap¬ 
peared on banners and badges and 
probably was of no small service In 
piling up Crooks' majority. 


Will Crooks, whose aenaatlonai elec* 
tioD to parliament gave tbe Balfour 
foeenuDent a abock, la the hero of a 
romantic story that aoundt much B>ors 
American than Engllah. 

Aa a timid Little nrcfaln of nine 
Crooks lived with hla ‘mother In the 
poorbouae at Poplar, one of the work¬ 
ing claas sabnrbe of London. 

Forty odd yeara have pasted since 
then, and today Crooks la cbalrmao of 
the Poplar board of "guardians.** tbe 
same body which ordered his family 
into tbe poorbouae; mayor of the dis¬ 
trict, member of tbe London county 
coonclL the body which- governs the 
Bxetropoijs. and bolder aa well of a 
whole let of less important offices. At 
tbe recent election of member of par¬ 
liament for Woolwich to fill the seat: 
made vacant by tbe reslgnatUui of Sir! 
Charles Beresford. Will Crooks was 
elected by a handsome majority. 

Tbe labor leader whose overwhelm¬ 
ing victory in tbe oomloally "safe** 
Conservative borongh of Woolwich 
caiue as a serious blow to the govern¬ 
ment Is another of the men whose 
mothers saw to It tlmt they started 
right. Says a Tmndon paper. Mrs. 
Crooks WHS a heroine, no less. When 
her husband died, she hnd seven little 
children to provide for. of whom Wilt 
Crooks was tlie oldest. Bbe made a 
plucky fight to keep out of tbe poor- 
house. and It was against her will that
